ed only 20.009 dead in battle,

enough, he said, to provide 7,000,- 
000 jobs a year. 
Green insisted that private in­ 
dustry do the job. saying that sol­ 
dier; mustered out of the army and 
war workers will not be satisfied 
with “government breadlines or an ­ 
other WPA.”

Green 
demanded

labor be given a voice at the peace 
table and that perm anent peace not 
be “thwarted by professional inter­ 
national diplomats.”

BOSTON. M ass, Oct. 5—(INS) — 
Undersecretary of war Robert 
P. 
Patterson asserted Monday that cur­ 
rent Allied advances represent onlv 
preliminary victories, and that the 
blows to be struck in 1941 will de­ 
termine tlie outcome of the war. 
Addressing the annual AFL con­ 
vention. 
Patterson 
declared 
that 
1944 will be “a fateful year—it will 
be the vear of decision.” 
The undersecretary discounted the 
opinion of “fence-rail strategists" 
who look hopefully to the collapse 
of Germany as in the fall ot 1918. 
Instead 
Patterson pictured 
the 
Nazi aggressors as still able to raise 
and equip many divisions to replace 
those lost at Stalingrad and in other 
battles along the Russian front. 
While asserting that Allied bomb­ 
ing of Germany's industrial centers 
“have played havoc in some sec­ 
tions.” he asserted that she is still 
capable of “turning out the excel­ 
lent weapons which have been used 
against us and against our Allies.”
